of the limit of cost in this case. The
stnte of progress of work on the (Con- ]
nectlout {8 slightly in fdvance of that on
the Loulslana, hut for many months thele
ratg of progress has been almost ldenti-
cal, and It {8 sufe to assume thot the
dates of completion of the two vessels
will not differ to any conslderable ex-
tent,'
